BYU  Archaeologist  Exploring 
Book  of  Mormon  City  Regions 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL  explor 
ations  ,and  excavations  into  areas 
believed  to  be  identified  with 
Book  of  Mormon  geography  are 
being  conducted  by  a Brigham 
Young  University  archaeology 
professor,  Dr.  M.  Wells  Jake- 
man. 


Dr.  Jakeman,  who  left  for 
Mexico  in  January  on  a leave  of 
absence,  will  work  in  the  Usu- 
macinta  and  Auguacatal  areas 
of  Mexico  near  the  Guatemala 
border. 

HE  HOPES  to  definitely  estab- 
lish the  areas  in  which  he  is 
working  as  the  regions  in  which 
the  Book  of  Mormon  cities  of 
Zarahemla  and  Bountiful  were 
located.  He  said  he  has  hopes 
that  one  of  the  ruins  he  plans 
to  investigate  will  turn  out  to 
be  one  of  those  cities. 

During  former  archaeological 
trips,  Dr.  Jakeman  photo- 
graphed the  area  and  conducted 
preliminary  explorations  into 
the  terrain  and  living  condi- 
tions. 

IN  PAST  expeditions  to  Cen- 
tral America,  Dr,  Jakeman  has 
been  mainly  concerned  with  the 
Tree  of  Life  stone,  a large  stone 
carved  with  figures  which  pre- 


sent the  story  of  Lehi’s  vision 
of  the  Tree  of  Life,  found  in  the 
Book  of  Mormon,  I.  Nephi, 
Chapter  8. 

The  stone  was  found  by  a 
Smithsonian  Institute  expedi- 
tion in  1941.  Dr.  Jakeman  and 
the  University  Archaeological 
Society  recently  contracted  with 
the  Mexican  government  to  have 
the  stone  moved  from  its  jungle 
repository  to  the  national  Mexi- 
can Museum.

prehistoric  monuments  for  all 
Mexico.  The  picture,  measuring 
approximately  30  by  38  inches, 
will  be  displayed  in  the  museum.
